1 spent my summer vacation last year 


at Copp's Seek, a headland upon the 
coast, so narrow where it joined the main- 
land that, as one sat in the wagon, driving 
over the road, he could throw a stone 
iipor one side into the gently-flashing 
water of a great hay, upon the other into 
the roaring surf of the Atlantic Ocean. 
The neck—a name given to the head, as 
well as to the connecting strip of land— 


held pastures where the juniper hugged 
the ground, and the huckleberry, tough 
and iturdy, was almost stout enough and 
firm enough to let one walk upon the top 
of its thickly-matted twigs.

houses and the ambition of man to build 
himself an enduring habitation, as contras- 
ted with the homeless wandering of the 
Saviour and all his- true followers. What 
Colbooth had intended, rather than what 
he had done, supplied the preacher with 
his example ; and then he turned to the 
issue of all Colbooth's efforts, and com- 
pared this ruin with the fair temple of 
souls which was building in perfection, 
founded on the chief corner-stone. 
Mr. 


Granger had been a great traveler and 
many of his hearers had traveled ; so he 
reminded us of one great building after 
another, and found the greatest of human 
structures only a tomb, after all. 


The contrasts which he drew were sig- 


nificant ; and I cannot say that they were 
not faithful, nevertheless^ as often happens. 
I was all along preaching another sermon 
to myself from the same words. I linger- 
ed after the service ended, and watched 
the people stroll away down the paths. I 
stayed still, liking the solitude better than 
the society^ when I discovered soon that I 
was not wholly by myself. 
A young man 


was leaning on a stick and looking off up- 
on the water. We approached each other 
by degrees, and, as the elder, I threw the 
first word. 
" Were you in the little congregation 


that has just broken up V 


" Yes. 
And what do you think of the 


good taste of the preacher in standing on 
that doorstep and abusing the hospitality 
of the owner J" 


I looked a little puzzled. " Abusing 


Colbooth's hospitality ?" 


"Yes. It struck me in that way. What 


did he know about Stephen Colbooth? 
He only made convenient use of the stones 
to point his sermon with. 
He laid out 


the builder as if he were a reprobate and 
a warning. It was indecent." 
" I may have missed something of the 


sermon," I said, wishing to make peace. 
" I was busy over some thoughts which 
the preacher's text suggested to me." 
" And pray how would you have preach- 


ed it?!' 


" I have hardly had time to arrange my 


sermon," I said, with a smile; "but I 
never hear words in which tho Son of 
Man's name is used without instinctively 
seeking for some connection with that 
history of man itself which is so illustrated 
and interpreted by him who so called him- 
self. 
There was, of course, an obvious 


sense in which Christ, replying to the in- 
cautious, would-be disciple, reminded him 
that no one could follow the Son of Man 
in those Judiean and Galilean paths with- 
out the sacrifice of ease and comfort; and 
that sense extends to the law of disciple- 
ship ever since. But beyond and behind 
that I read: There is no such thing as 
satisfaction to man within the bounds of 
this earth. The fox lives and dies here ; 
and when he runs to the hole which he 
makes in the earth, he gets all that his 
nature can give him of rest and ease. 
The bird flies just above the surface of 
the earth and has a seemingly higher life 
than the fox; nevertheless, her sweetness 
and beauty are of earthly limitation, and 
the nest where she broods is all that she 
can ask as the end of her labor. 
But 


man, vho walks the earth, has no rest up- 
on it. 
He is-inevitably bound elsewhere, 


and no house which he can build, however 
perfect may be its appointments, can ever 
contain him. 
His rest, his satisfaction 


are not to bo found here. He hath not 
where to lay his head. 
It is a perpetual 


lying down and rising, without any rest. 
The only satisfaction is in the awaking 
after sleep into the likeness of God." 


Tne young man listened in silence, then 


added : " And pray how would you have 
made an example of Colbooth's Folly'!" 
" I do not know that I should have used 


it at all. Yet its very incompleteness is a 
sign of the life of man. 
It is only more 


openly incomplete than much else. 
Of 


how many men's lives would not this be a 
fit emblem: but we don't speak of them 
as fools. I should wish to know why Col- 
booth began to build, and why he left off 
building, The folly may have been in be- 
ginning, and the wisdom in stopping. It 
may have been—"

son." 


" I hope I have said nothing you would 


not have heard," I replied, gently. 
lie 


went on, without minding me. 
" If I had preached from that text, 


standing in the doorway, I should have 
called up a picture of a man who heard 
his Lord and Master say that, and straight- 
way abandoned every thought of worldly 
ease and comfort, left his house to be a 
place for foxes and birds, and followed his 
Master in his homeless wanderings." 
" Was that, then, your father's life ?" I 


asked. 


" Yes, with as much literalness as was 


possible to him in a state which was not 
his choosing. 
I suppose many a person 


lias left father and mother and house and 
lands for tho Gospel's sake who was 
stayed at home all his days—more effect- 
ually and truthfully than some barefooted 
mendicant friars. My father had his own 
bed every night, and he did not think he 
would follow the Master any more com- 
pletely by going out to the nearest moun- 
tain ana lying down there; but he did 
make a liberal sacrifice when he slapped 
short this building and left it to be called 
Colbooth's Folly." 
" Tfien his abandonment of this house 


was strictly on religious grounds'!" 
" Yes. 
He reckoned what he would 


have expended upon it, and laid by the 
amount as a fund with which he built 
houses for his Master." 
" Churches ?" 
" No; houses for the poor. Not to give 


to them, but to enable them to lead self- 
reflecting lives in them. 
He waged war 


on the tenement-house, by furnishing sep- 
amte buildings with lower rents." 


•' So he lived to find a place where his 


Master could lay his head here below ? I 
think his practical interpretation of that 
passage more thorough and searching than 
the preachers. 
It had more energy in it, 


too, than mine." 
" Yes, that is the way he preached from 


the text. Do you wonder that I was im- 
patient of this eloquent preacher ?" 


No, I did not. 
After all, Colbooth's 


Folly was an instance of the " foolishness 
of preaching."—The Independent.

There are several distinct elements or 


classes which compose the Democratic 
party and give it character and purpose. 


First, is the rebel element. Those who 


took part in the rebellion or sympathized 
with it, and who are Democrats because 
of that interest; who wish the rebellion 
had succeeded, and are still aiming for 
some of the results which it contem- 
plated. They are largely engaged m com- 
plaining of the conduct of the war and 
its consequent burdens, and in general 
are controlled in their present politics by 
considerations dating in the rebellion. 
The Democratic party is made up of tlie 
same sections and in the same proportions 
as was the Confederacy, namely, the 
Solid South and their Northern sympa- 
thizers. 
It is the power of tho rebellion 


that still holds the Democratic party to- 
gether, the sympathies then formed con- 
stituting its present bond of union. The 
South is solid as a Democratic party, be- 
cause it was solid as a rebellion. The 
combination formed to destroy tho coun- 
try has continued to do the work of the 
Democracy; and because the Southern 
people were united in that interest, they 
cannot be divided now. The rebellion 
and its passions form a stronger union 
than any which before the war or since 
have held them together. For, whereas 
before the war the South, like tho North, 
was divided, some being Whigs and some 
Democrats ; and, whereas, sometimes the 
Whigs ond sometimes the Democrats 
were successful, now that division and 
liability to division are healed, and the 
South, once united by disloyalty (which 
overshadows all other sentimcntsj, is per- 
manently Democratic. Its unity is a relic 
of the rebellion, handed down in unin- 
terrupted 
succession, and constitutes 


whatever remains of that power, even 
though it is now used for a somewhat dif- 
ferent purpose. 


The lost cause unites the South more 
strongly to-caiy man tne gained cause 
unites the North; for the North is di- 
vided much as it was before the war, and 
is ready to forget the past in forming its 
present affiliations. The South has never 
been able to forget the past so as to take 
up any other issue, and docs not promise 
to. Neither tariff, finance, internal im- 
provements, nor any other subject can in- 
terest them enough to break or cross the 
linos on which they were divided by the 
rebellion. It is still fidelity to the lost 
.cause, or tenderness for its memories, 
which actuates them. One is prevented 
in the South from becoming a Republican 
by the charge that in so doing he proves 
faithless to the Confederacy. Republi- 
canism is rendered odious as the senti- 
ment that fought the war, and its adher- 
ents are socially ostracised for ignoring 
this fact. Fidelity to the lost cause, on 
the other hand, is still rewarded in South- 
ern politics. It is often impossible to 
get an office unless one has lost an arm 
in fighting against the Union or been im- 
prisoned in n "Nnrrhprn hnerilo." 
TKo 


rebel soldiers are more rewarded in 
Southern politics tlian the Union soldiers 
in Northern politics; those who fought 
against the Union than those who fought 
for it. Treason is made a qualification 
for office, and to have been an enemy of 
the country has elected many a one to 
represent that country. In short, the re- 
bellion is the principal stock in trade of 
the Democracy; and if its memories 
were wiped out, and those who arc con- 
trolled by them released from that con- 
trol, the Republicans would practically 
have no opponents at all. 


A second element of the Democratic 


party, is the inequality or unrepublican 
element, the class which discriminates 
between our citizens and demands diffe- 
rent rights and liberties, instead of the 
same privileges for all. It is tlie aristo- 
cratic element in politics, which is out of 
sympathy with our democratic institu- 
tions. 
This element used to uphold 


slavery, and when it could no longer do 
that, opposed the enfranchisement of the 
blacks and all movements looking toward 
their equalization. It is still in favor of 
denying them some rights, which others 
enjoy. It has declared for race govern- 
ment, upheld caste, declared this a white 
man's country, and opposed all 
tho 


amendments, civil rights bills, and en- 
forcement acts which looked toward se- 
curing the blacks equal rights. It has 
always been opposed to negroes holding I 
office or ruling, even in part, the country. | 


It is concerned now chiefly in defeating 


them as an element in politics, practically 
annulling their enfranchisement. 
Its 


principal demands are that the Southern 
States and people be left to deal with the 
negroes as they choose, their object being 
to heap disabilities upon them. They are 
to be kept from the polls, from holding 
political meetings, and above all, from 
getting the balance of power. The Dem- 
ocratic cause has been largely a cause 
against the equality of the negro. It 
has been sought to keep him out of hotels, 
street-cars and places of amusement, and, 
in general, to keep him in an inferior po- 
sition. 
Unlike the Republican party, 


which has uniformly demanded-the same 
rights for all, irrespective of race, color, 
religion, or previous condition, tho Dem- 
ocratic party has never admitted the 
equality of men, but stoutly combatted 
it. It would, on the same principle, dis- 
criminate against the Chinese, and make 
different laSvs to govern the 
different 


races. It is at war with the great princi- 
ple of democracy, is thoroughly unrepub- 
lican, and would pave the way for an aris- 
tocracy or monarchy. If it is not monar- 
chical now it is not because of any prin- 
ciple which prevents it. 


The next element of the Democratic 


party is the foreign element—those who, 
having recently come hither, are not yet 
acquainted with our institutions or in 
sympathy with them. The foreign vote 
is almost exclusively Democratic. 
The 


Irish, Germans and others who do not 
speak-our language or adopt our customs, 
are relied upon without misgiving by the 
Democrats. And, though the children of 
these, on becoming educated and Ameri- 
canized, usually become Republicans, yet 
so long as they they think more of their 
fatherland than of the United States and j 
love their ancestral laws and customs 
more than ours they are Democrats. The 
Democratic party is regarded as the un- 
American party, as the friend and refuge 
of aliens, as not yet wholly reconciled to 
the country. 
It is the party which finds 


all the fault with America and American 
institutions, and is perpetually complain- 
ing about the country and making un- 
favorable comparisons with other lands 
and their governments. 
The enemies of 


America abroad are usually in sympathy 
with the Democratic party and hope for 
its triumph. A Democratic victory is 
looked, upon in Europe as favorable to 


Europeans and as a check on American- 
ism. 
Democratic successes during the 


war were hulled with delight by Napo- 
leon 111 and the newspapers of Kngland 
and France, which were hostile to our 
continued existence. If the foreigners 
look for any special favors, they IOOK for 
them through the Democratic 
party. 


Kasy naturalization, loose Sunday arid 
liquor laws, and all other .neaiis intended 
to gratify the foreigners are the special 
care of the Democratic party. 
If for- 


eigners arc to he given office or work, 
they look to get it through the Demo- 
cratic party. In fact, tho foreign ele- 
ment and foreign interests hi many cities 
control the Democratic party. It is often 
impossible to get a nomination unless one 
be a foreigner, it being a disqualification 
to be an American. A candidate must 
usually be chosen to catcli the foreign 
vote. The Germans and Irish must be 
conciliated as such. 
And when, some 


years ago, tho Know-nothing party arose 
against this stuto of things, the Demo- 
cratic party championed the cause of the 
foreigners against, the native Americans. 
In short, the Democratic part) is the for- 
eign party. 


The next clement of tlie Democratic 


parly is the fogy element—those who aro 
opposed tu progress or change of any 
kind ; who want to keep the Constitution 
as it is, and the laws in all their imper- 
fection ; who are opposed to great ven- 
tures or new experiments; w ho want as 
little legislation as possible: who will 
neither foster jior encourage railroads, 
canals nor other improvements. 
They 


will do nothing to remedy the weaknesses ' 
of our (iover.iment. Tl'cy were opposed I 
during the war to making it strong | 
enough for its own self-existence. They i 
arc ever complaining that the Govern- | 
mcnt is not as good as it used to be, and 
long for a return to the ways oi' our 
fathers. 
The Colonial Government is 


their ideal, and the Constitution without 
its amendments or legislation thereon. 
They arc not in sympathy with the ad- 
vanced ideas of liberty and equality, and 
«•<...<, ..'itl.upg upon; In uuii, uirruiluii. ]n 
Democratic States and sections the peo- 
ple are wofully behind the times, with 
few railroads, broken-down bridges, anil 
dilapidated buildings, all in .strong con- 
trast with the live, progressive Republi- 
can States. 
The progress of the country 


is practically all in the Republican sec- 
tions, in the West and North, and none 
of it in the South, where they live mostly 
on the past and boast of their ancestors. 
The Republican party is tho party of 
hope, with youth and vigor; while the I 
Democratic party is the parly of memory i 
and complaint. The latter sees every- 
thing going to the dogs, and is out with 
the 19th century. Its only hope is to get 
back to the position of our fathers. It 
is mainly critical of the new ideas which ! 
are springing up in Republican quarters ; j 
for about all the ideas and advances of' 
the time come from Republican New 
Kngland and the West, and all the oppo- 
sition to them from the Democratic South 
and the backwoods districts of New Jer- 
sey and Indiana.

beautiful island in the west, where hi; .still 
lives, but will some day return tu restoie 
the blissful era. 


Jami js probably the patriarch of .ill 


sleeping heroes: 
of Kpimenides, who 


slept fifty years, then waked up to sue 
his country; of St. John, who .still slcjps 
at Ephesus, while his counterpart, Ah.isu- 
erus, finds no repose , of lioabdil and Se- 
bastian, who still await the bugles which 
shall- recall Moor and Portuguese to 
struggle again for a dominion awarded by 
destiny to neither; of Barbarossa, whose 
red beard, rooted in his c&vern floor, h is 
sent threads far and wide through the 
folk-lore of Germany : of the l'i ii-st of 
Hagia Sophia, who bides the day when 
the Turks shall be expelled Constantino- 
ple ; of Tell, who was so wide-awake after 
his mythical slumber in Switzerland that 
he emboldened some scholar to resolve 
him into sunshine ; and of Charlemagne, 
supposed to be still alive, but who must 
be very restless, considering the variety 
of localities in which he is said to be 
sleeping. " A little while after," s.iys 
Rabelais, " Pantagruel heard new s that 
his father Gargantua had been translated 
into the Land of the Fairies by Morgue, 
as heretofore were Ogier and Arthur." 
The fairy Morgue entertained the Dane 
Ogier so pleasantly that the pagans seized 
Jerusalem in his absence; and in con- 
necting a similar catastrophe to his Uto- 
pian with the translation of Gargantua, 
Rabelais would seem to have recognized 
the necessity of reminding the pious of 
this region that there arc advantages in 
being occasionally wide-awake. Hut My- 
thology liad already made the discovery 
before him, and reported that now and 
then, in emergencies, the Seven Sleepers 
sallied forth to be the Seven Champions 
of Christendom, and that all of these en- 
chanted heroes will wake up at last.
